5. Applicant also offers the following comments for the Examiner's consideration: 

Applicant is aware that, prior to the filing date of the present application, a 
specification was proposed for a fan controller that monitored thermal zones, fan 
speeds and voltages. Overall, the specification described the functionality of an 
integrated, hardware-based fan control and fan monitoring system that supported 
* the following features: 

- Internal Ambient Temperature sensing 

- Monitoring of two remote thermal diodes 

- Five Voltage Identification Inputs 

- Five Voltage Supply Monitors 
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- SMBus 2.0 compliant interface 

- XOR Tree Test Mode 

- PWM fan control and tachometer monitoring 

* Monitor four fans controlled by three PWM outputs 

* Programmable automatic fan control based on temperature. 

The specification further described an autofan control algorithm to control three 
PWM outputs based on three temperature zones, and proposed fan control and fan 
monitoring systems that included registers corresponding to each implemented 
function, with each register configurable by a host computer BIOS. These registers 
could be programmed and updated as part of the autofan control algorithm, 
allowing the monitoring of temperatures in three different zones and the monitoring 
of four different tachometer signals. These registers could also be used for setting 
fan control voltage limits, temperature limits, and three separate hysteresis values. 

Also enclosed is a copy of a foreign search report citing these references.
